What the 
Census Bureau Says on the 
: 


Subject. 


The United States census, in a 


special bulletin on irrigation results, 
which is the one good paper of the 
series prepared by F. H. Newell, states 
that taking the semi-arid and arid 
region as a whole, the average cost of 
water rights is $8 15 per acre. That is 
the average actual cost of bringing 
water to the land. The same bulletin 
also gives the actual value to-day of 
these water rights that have cost, on an 
average, $8 15 per acre. It is found 
that the selling value of water rights 
to-day is $26 per acre. 
The price 


charged by water -companies has not 
yet been computed, but every irri- 
gator knows what the price is in his 
own locality. 
In Kansas, Nebraska, 


Colorado, Wyoming, California, New 
Mexico and Utah the price is generally 
$10 or $12 per acre for a perpetual 
right, with a small annual charge for 
maintenance. 
The 
census figures 


prove that both parties have profited, 
for the present value of water rights 
—$26—is three times the average price 
charged. And the appreciation in the 
value of the right does not measure the 
profit of the man who buys it. He also 
gains in the appreciation of the land, 
which as often~rises"from mere worth- 
lessness to extraordinary value. 


In the opinion of 
The Irrigation 


Market the average commercial or sell- 
ing value of water rights is at least one- 
half greater than the statement made 
by the census "sharp." We are per- 
fectly willing, however, to accept his 
figures, because, though distinctly 
minimized, they show such profits as 
warrants all the claims made for irri- 
gation as a means of investment or 
home making.
